2. A No. 2 priority rating be 
Issued for dwelling units started 
between Jan. 15 last and the ef­ 
fective date of the new proposed 
"freeze" order limiting buildings 
to low-cost housing and essential 
projects through material alloca­ 
tions.

Effective early relief of the 
critical housing shortage here 
could be gained by completing 
at least 12,000 partly finished 
louses iji Southern California, 
said the chamber's recpmmenda- 
Won.

Builders of these houses have 
no claim for critical building 
materials under priority regula.' 
tions now In force, it stated.

The principal scarce items 
needed to complete the 12,000 or 
more houses in variou? stages 
of completion are listed as   
lardwogd flooring, nails, plumb- 
ng fixtures and cast iron soil 

pipe.
"Homes started In good if 

nvolving about 8,000 prime .and 
sub contractors, are immediately 
needed and should be completed 
jefore new ones are commenc­ 
ed," said the chamber.
